Francisco State University has 
decided to discontinue, at least 
temporarily, all Gallo Wine adver-

Bond, in a statement issued 
Friday, said he was gratified with 
the referendum vote. “It shows that 
the voice of reason still exists on 
the campus.” 


Last week's referendum was the 
result of continuing disputes 
between faculty and ad- 
ministration over department chair 
selection procedures, appointing of 
administrators and recognition of 
the faculty senate in campus 
decision - making.

The highly - emotional conflict 
led to a UFW - backed boycott 
against Gallo products in 1973 

According to Zenger's editor 
Leroy Saunders, the paper 
originally ran the ad because ASI 


requires that they earn about 
$23,000 a year in advertising 
revenues 


A Gallo advertisement had 
appeared in Zenger’s March 3} is- 
sue. Saunders said he felt 
“obligated to try to meet adver- 
tising quotas, although I don’t 
necessarily agree with Gallo's 
policies.” 

Saunders said past ASI ad- 
ministrations have supported the 
Gallo boycott and the 
farmworkers’ movement.

In relationship to the con- 
tinuing Gallo - Hornet - UFW - 
ASI controversy, | would like to 
make a statement about violence 
Gallo public relations spokesman, 
Dan Soloman, among others, have 
made allegations about the recent 
MECHA demonstration in the 
Hornet offices 

There have been and will be no 
acts of violence or threats of 
violence by persons speaking for 
the UFW. If other persons make 
such threats, they are not speaking 
for, representing nor supporting 
the UF W 

In past struggles, as in the 
Ghandian struggles, there have 
been substantial violence against 
the UF W members and their sup- 
porters. People have beén fired 
from their jobs, starved, kicked out 
of their homes, beaten, jatled and 
shot.

Any persons found guilty of 
violence will be dismissed from the 
union 

Occasionally there have been 
isolated acts of violence by persons

halls in the University Union 

The problem is not with the 
drawing power of the guests; some 
have, on previous occasions, filled 
the Men’s gym.

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Election re-ignites UFW-Gallo controversies

He wakes before the sun, eats 
his breakfast in the early morning 
silence and waits for his fellow 
workers to arrive. His hands are 
rough and tanned, his face shows 
the days he has been in the Califor- 
nia sun, the lines are etched deep'y 

He works in relative bliss, 
content with his employment. He ts 
aware of the Gallo - UFW con- 
troversy, but it has been ongoing 





strong agriculture growers’ lobby 
in the state, and there ts little hope 
for refunding from the legislature 
The UFW is circulating a petition 
to have the ALRB funded through 
the initiative process 

That election, in which the 
UFW cited the Teamsters and 
Gallo with numerous unfair elec- 
tion practices, saw 233 workers at 
Gallo vote for Teamsters, 131 for 
UFW and there 
challenged votes. Some 30 of those 


were 195

daily. He cares for his family, who 
is now sleeping quietly. His wife 
has food in the cupboards, his 
children have clothes and they are 
not hungry 

His friends arrive, and he 
carefully closes the door of his 
rented home and goes through the 
gate. The car, with his friends and 
fellow workers drives to the E & J 
Gallo ranch. The ride to the ranch 
is Quiet, like most mornings 

But the Gallo - UFW - 
Teamsters problem remains, 
smoldering. And he collects his 
check and feeds his family 

The controversy flarned this 
summer with the free elections and 
Gallo’s advertising campaign 

Dan Soloman, Gallo com- 
munications director, has spent 
much time and money upgrading 
the Gallo image 

The UFW has spent much time 
degrading the Gallo wine image 

Ihe Teamsters have the con- 
tract 

The workers still pick grapes 

“Frankly, Gallo doesn't care 
which union represents us, as far as 
we know, we could be under a 
UFW contract nght now. It all 
depends on the outcome of the 
challenged votes,” Soloman said 

The Agriculture Labor 
Board (ALRB), es- 
tablished in the Agriculture Labor 
Relations Act of 1975, will rule on

the election hetd at Gallo in 
September 1975. That is, if they 
receive operating funds. Those 


funds iave been stopped by a 


were thrown out because they were 
Gallo security guards who 
belonged to the Teamsters union 
Ot those challenged votes, 139 
represent “economic — sirikers.” 
Gallo and the Teamsters insist that 
those votes cannot be counted in 
that they are not tr. economic 
strikers. The UFW insist they are 
economic strikers 

That is the issue before the 
ALRB now, and the ALRB is at a 
standstill on the case. The election 
will be in limbo until the board is 
refunded. If the board ts refunded 

“It’s a basic conflict of interest,” 
said Soloman. “If the worker has 
left the job, or been fired, does he 
have a right to come back and vote 
in an election? Gallo doesn't think 
so, when that worker does not plan 
to return to work.” 

Duane Campbell, CSUS ethnic 
studies professor, disagreed with 
Soloman 

“There were 200 unfair election 
practice charges brought against 
Gallo, 12 were substantiated by the 
ALRB, and were sent to court for 
redress. Those strikers who came 
back and voted had been on strike 
for three years. They had to feed 
their families so they sought other 
work. But they were strikers and 
their vote should be counted 


“One hundred thirty one 
workers at Gallo strike 
breakers voted for the UF W 


The UFW actually won the elec- 
ton. Gallo tried to depict itself as 
innocent of all allegations in the 
election, but they did everything 
possible to defeat us,” Campbell 
said. 


Campbell cited instances of 
worker intimidation by the 
Teamsters, surveillance and refus- 
ing access to the workers as unfair 
practices 

Soloman disagreed . 

“When it came to fixing the 
election, we never did anything 
against the L FW. We never evicted 
the UFW trom the fields, and only 
when the workers at Gallo started 
complaining that they would like 
to eat lunch alone did we ever put 
limitations on the access. We did 
that at the workers’ request. they 
were getting tired of having 
organivers around during lun- 
We opened up the large 
parking lots to the organizers, We

did that without any outside pres 
sure.” 

What the LFW was concerned 
about was that some of our people 
were taking picture against tr 
tekW Actually w were taking 
them to prove that Gallo was let 
ting the information be dispersed 

[he UEW contends that those 


photographs were used by Ga 
intimidate those workers who were 
talking to LFW organizers 
“Hey look, I've no love tor the 
leamsters, also no love for the 
UFW by the way 
means union competition, which 
should 
betterment of the contract. Gallo 
has a 30 - year history of good 
bargaining practice. We were 
under a union contract long before 
the LFW came into existence,” 
Soloman stated 

That union contract was with 
the Winery, Distillery workers and 
Giass Bottle Blowers Union, AFL - 
ClO. Farmworkers at Gallo came 
under their first contract with the 
UFW in 1967. Gallo stayed with 
the UFW six years, until June 
1973. That was the beginning of the 
current problem 
In 1973, Gallo did not 
negotiate with the UFW in good 
faith,” Campbell said. “Our con- 
tract expired in Apriland the UFW 
asked for an extension which was 
refused. Gallo invited the 
Teamsters in, who were refused by 
the farmworkers, signed a 
“sweetheart contract,” and the 
UFW went on strike. The issue ts 
that Gallo chose the Teamsters, the 
workers didn't. That's evident by 
the fact tha{ over half the workers 
joined the strike.” 

According to Soloman and 
Gallo representatives, the history 
of the strike differs from 
Campbell's view 

“Under sworn testimony, Gallo 
tried to get the UFW to the 
bargaining table before the con- 
tract ran out in April 73. The UF W 
would notcome,” Soloman said. In 
mid - June, the Teamsters came in 
and said they held the cards on the 
union members and that they 
represented the majority of Gallo 
farmworkers. Then Gallo notified 
the UFW of the situation and the 
UFW reaction was to go on strike,” 
Soloman said 

Those workers who joined the 
strike in ‘73 were notified by 
Robert Gallo that if they did not 
return to work they would be 
replaced permanently. They didn’t 
return to work and were fired. The 
UFW insists that that action con- 
firmed the fact that the workers at 
Gallo, in °73, supported the UF W 
not the Teamsters. ~

“The reason that Gallo wanted 
the Teamsters rather than the 
UFW is because the Teamsters are 
more cooperative with the com- 
pany. Gallo had some probiems 
with the U FW because the U FW is 
more concerned with the workers 
than with the company,” Campbell 
explained 

Soloman offered his opinion 

“The UFW has a lack of 
organization and discipline. That ts 
the main difference mostly 
because they are a new union But

“Why boycott anyone 
except the biggest winemaker? | 
don't see anything wrong with that 
But if it’s settled, | would be the 
best thing for the UFW. The UFW 
is founded on keeping people wor- 
king, not striking. That's not what 
it's for. If the Teamsters win the 
election, the UF W cannot boycott 
Gallo.” 

The three - year boycott has 
hurt Gallo sales. It's difficult to 
measure the extent. According to 
Soloman and Gallo records, their 
sales are up about five percent, but 
no one knows how much the sales 
figures would have been had the 
boycott ceased. Soloman offered 
an estimation of about |! per cent 

“The elections hurt the boycott 
somewhat,” said Campbell. “The 
average person who wasn't buying 
Gallo wines, thought the matter 
was settled. It's going to take us

some time to re - educate our 
friends and the rest of our sup- 
porters. But, you can see UFW 
supporters anywhere still.” 

Cesar Chavez has _— stated 
publicly that if the election is ruled 
in favor of the Teamsters, the UF W 
will stop its boycott of Gallo

A $1.25 million loan was sought 
and obtained before the depletion 
of the original $1.3 millon and was 
sufficient to fund the board's 
operation until Feb. 6, 1976, As of 
that date, the board shut down all 
of its regional offices, ceased hold- 
ing elections and hearings and 
stopped investigating and issuing 
complaints on unfair labor practice 
charges 

“Until further tunding,” said 
Schaefer, “there won't be any 
decisions made concerning the 
cases of Gallo and UFW. The 
board will remain dormant.”

the prices of the textbooks, but the 
printer does. Some books which 
were priced at $1.25 last semester 
are now priced at $3.95, more than 
a 300 per cent raise. Other books 
were raised in price from 10 - 25 per 
cent 

The publisher responsible for 
most price hikes was Glencoe Press 
of MacMillian Publishers. Ac- 
cording to Ciaude Robinson of 
Glencoe Publications in Beverly 
Hills, “I teel that prices are always 
subject to change. I feel that that is 
reason enough.” 

However the Hornet has dis- 
covered a “sales progress list™ in 
which certain. textbooks that 
publishers know to be’ required 
every semester by professors, wall 
go up in price because the publisher 
knows it will sell if it is a required 
textbook 

The Hornet also has learned 
that most books are not reprinted 
if a book is needed, it is brought 
out of a stock pile of overstocked 
books or used books and sold at a 
price updated as !f the book were to 
be printed today 

Glencoe feels that this ts also a

good reason for raising prices of 
books, and Glencoe feels that in- 
flation has gore up 300 per cent ac- 
cording to Robinson. 

The Hornet has detected other 
textbook ripoffs on campus. It 
seems that it is possible for profes- 
sors to write their own textbooks 
for classes and require the tex- 
tbock for a class. According to 
Bookstore Manager Elroy Lit- 
tlefield, “Professors who wnite 
their own textbooks for classes get 
the rovalties from the profits.” 
More and more professors on cam- 
pus are writing their own books 
and requiring them for classes 

Littlefield went on to say. that 
most publishers had a price in- 
crease, but “I find it hard to justify 
this much increase.

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Wright recalled to 
clarify sports budget 


Athletic Director Stan Wright 
was recalled April § to a Board of 
Fiscal Matters (BOFM) budget 
hearing for further clarification of 
his $78,000 budget request. BOFM 
chair Fileen Denes said the second 
hearing was to ask more questions 
on travel and equipment expen- 
ditures 


Wright was questioned about 
the need for $0 pairs of tennis shoes 
tor basketball. He said that 25 
plavers initially try out and the 
coach doesn’t want to discriminate 
on who should buy shoes and who 
should get them free. Wright called 
“fragile piece of 
equipment” as some players wear 


the shoes a 


out two pairs in a season 


Wright maintained that never in 
his seven years has a player had to 
buy his own shoes. Business 
Manager Larry Bliss reminded 
Wright that in 1974 the ASI didn't 
allocate money for them 


Bliss questioned the need for 20 
new basketbalis at $380 total 
Wright answered, “We use a new 
bal! every third home game. We 
have seven left over from last vear ~ 


Cross country is asking for 
more meals than most other teams 
Wright stressed that the players 
leave too early in the morning to 


get breakfast trom the dining halls 


The budget asks for a bus for 
football's away games. The bus 
only holds 46 people yet the total!

I really 
can’t answer that question 
good question though.”

Denes asked about the request 
for all new practice and warm - up 
clothes. Wright replied that the 
inventory was in “sad shape” ac- 
cording to a report from one of his 
staff 


Two players did not turn in 
football jerseys last season. The 
players have been billed by the 
university which means the univer- 
sity gets the money that ASI put 
out for the Wright 
commented. “We need to change 
that.”

The swim team is hoping to ex- 
pand from 14 to 19 members so the 
budget reflects this.
